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ENATE AND HOUSE FINISHED THEIR 
DAY’S WORK IN SMASHING TIME

The Opponents of Annexation Claim That They Have Gained Some Votes 
Since Last Session, but the Polls Are Not of Much Value, as Many 
of Them Are Undecided as to What They Will Do—Dem- 
ocrats Are Against Annexation. 


‘ Washington, December &.—(Special.)—The day's work at the capital was quickly 
over, It was expected that Chairman Davis, of the senate committee on foreign . 
relations, would ask for an executive session for the consideration of the Hawaiian 
ennexxition treaty, but there was not such request, and there was an early ad- 


journment in consequence, 


On the house s‘de the session was even shorter. The only diversion on that side of 
the capitol was furnished by the committee on banking and currency, where an 
effcrt to bring up a bill embracing some of the presidert’s suggestions was prompt- 
ly squelched by one of the mcmbers, who did not propose to have his particuiar 
pill sidetracked in that way. The policy of those urging Hawaiian annexation is 
now announced to be in favor of delaying action. 

They have not as yet the necessary two-thirds for the ratification of the treaty, 
but there are a number of senators in the doubtful list whom they hope to win 
over. The opponents of annexation claim that they have gained some votes since 
last session, tut the polls are not of much value, as many of them are unde- 
cided as to what they will do. Democrats generally are against annexation, though 
there are some notable exceptions, and the fact that the svgar trust is one of the 
strongest factors opposing annexation has made some of those who have been 
inclined against it hesitate. They are chary of such company and well may be. 

Senator Clay was an important factor in securing the approval by a senate 
committee of a claim in which many southern people are interested. At its meet- 
ing today the comm*ttee on claims decided to report favorably a bill appropriat- 
ing $288,000 to the Methodist Publishing Company, of Nashville, this being in set- 
tlément of a claim for property destroyed in the war. 

The claim is a just one and has been pending for about twenty years, though 


many efforts have been made to secure its payment. Members of the 


Methodist 


church in Georgia and other southern states have been greatly interested in reach- 
ing a settlement and Senator Clay, who is a member of the claims committee, has 
had many letters from Georgians in its interest. 

He made a strong speech in its favor today and the committee gave a unani- 
mous report. With this report it is hoped that favorable action will be secured 


in the senate at an early date.

Young Women Will Not Marry Old 
Soldiers if This Order Prevails. 
| Washington, December 8.—The house

A BLOODY FEUD IN ALABAMA. 


Four Recent Murders Near Richmond, 
in That State. 

Selma, Ala., December 8.—(Special.)— 
During the past few months four murders 
have been committed near Richmond, in 
the south end of this county, growing out 
of the Coleman-Etheridge feud, and the 
first arrest was made today. Charles Nel- 
son was arrested for the murder of Shelly 
Sumner, and is now in the county jail. 

Sumner was a nephew of Wesley Ether- 
idge, who killed Colonel Coleman, and was 
a witness to the shooting. Nelson was a 
Servant of Coleman’s and a relative of 
Barrett Duckworth and Frank Banks, who 
were subsequently assassinated, it is sup- 
posed, by Etheridge or his friends. Nelson 
made a confession after being arrested to- 
day to the effect that he and Sumner met in 
the road in front of Colonel Coleman's 
house, and that Sumner snapped a pistol 
at him four times before he raised his 
shotgun and fired. 

Etheridge, the murderer of Coleman, is 
supposed to be in hiding near his home, 
but has for months eluded arrest in the 
face of a large reward offered for him.

HUMAN REMAINS IN THE ASHES. 


Mystery at Tifton, Ga.—The Victim 
Thought To Have Been Murdered. 
Tifton, Ga., December 8.—(Special.)—Last 
night at about 12 o'clock the stables of 
Dr. N. Peterson were discovered on fire. 
The stable was entirely destroyed, but the 


horses were saved. This morning the char- 


red remains of a person were found in 
the debris. No identification yet, and no 
one reported missing. 

Foul play is suspected, and a negro 
named Tom Crawford is in jail awaiting 
the coroner’s inquest. Witnesses have 
been found who will swear that a short 
while before the alarm a loud dispute or 
quarrel was going on in the place.

LEACH DREW THE LONG STRAW. 


Thereupon He Killed Heck and Died 
Upon the Gallows. 


Knoxville, Tenn., December &8.—Mynatt 
Leach was banged at Clinton, Anderson 
county, Tennessee. today at 12:05 p. m. for 
the murder of J. D. Heck, superintendent 
of the Royal Coal and Coke Company, of 
Coal Creek. on February i7th last. 

Heck was snot from ambush. His young 
wife was en route to meet him and wit- 
nessed the murder. 

Mynatt Leach and Ahaz Johnson, min- 
ers in the Coal Creek valley, were arrested. 
Leach was sentenced to be hung and John- 
son to one year in the penitentiary. 

Leach recently. made a confession of the 
crime, after he learned it was impossible 
to clear himself of the terrible deed. In 
that confession he relates the whole story, 
incident to the murder. He says he was in- 
duced to kill Heck by an offer of $200, which 
was made by John and Sam Taylor and 
Henry Goins, each of whom was to put up 


$50. , 

It was agreed that either Mynatt Leach, 
Ahaz Johnson. John Taylor of Rufe Dis- 
ney should do the killing, and, in order to 
decide the question, straws Were drawn. 
Mynatt Leach drew the long straw, and it 
fell his lot to kill Heck. He estates in his

SPAIN ONLY is To BLAME 


Most of Cases Complained of Due to 
Neglect of Her Officials 


WHO KICKED INSTEAD OF DOWwG- DUTY 


Out of Sixty Alleged Expeditions 
America Frustrated Thirty-three 
and Spain Four of Them.

Washington, December 8.—Secretary Gage 
has submitted to the department of state 
kis report upon the action of the treasury 
department in suppressing filibustering ex- 

editions to Cuba in violatiom gf the neu- 

rality laws, a synopsis of which as fur- 
nished by the department is as follows: 

Secretary Gage points out the fact that 
during two years and a half only six 
American vessels, of an @ggregate of 1,331 
registered tons, are allege@ to have suc- 
cessfully landed expeditions from the United 
States in Cuba. With the exception of the 
Laurada, the six American véssels alleged 
to have successfully taken part in the in- 
surrection in Cuban waters are small tugs 
and a pilot boat, each of less than 100 net 
tons, and obviously incapable of carrying 
large numberg of men or large quantiles 
of arms and ammunitions, 

Secretary Gage says it is demonstrated, 
first on account of the law-abiding spirit of 
the nation and of the obedience of the 
people to the president’s proclamation; and, 
second, of a wholesome and repressive fear 
on the part of those who might be disposed 
to be lawless and violate our obligations as 
@ neutral nation, and of a belief that their 
efforts would be frustrated by the author- 
ities of the United States, andi that the 
risk of discovery and punishment greaily 
outweighed any chance of profit. from the 
exceptionally high money rewards offered 
to vessel owners by the Cubans. 


The Laurada Not Molested. 


Perhaps the etrongest statement in the 
report is this: 

“If the Spanish patrol of 2,200 miles of 
Cuban coast has frustrated one-half the 
number of expeditions which were frustrat- 
ed by the United States aythorities along 
a coast line of 5,470 miles, not one man nor 
one cartridge would have been illicitly land- 
ed in Cuba from the United States. Out 
of sixty alleged expeditions only four have 
been broken up by Spain.” 

Illustrating this statement he refers par- 
ticularly to the expedition that left on 
the Laurada from Baltimore and landed 
at Banes on (March 2ist.. Banes is an im- 
portant seaport on the northern coast of 
Cuba, with which the United States carried 
on a valuable fruit trade until the Spantsh 
order proibiting the export of bananas 
was issued. Yet it appeans that the Laura- 
da remained in this seaport two days, 
landing men and arms, and was not molest- 
ed by the Spanish authorities in Cuba, who 
had been informed of her landing; and even 

“twinutely. where torpetisess had been placed. 

Unless Spain is prepared’ to avow the ina- 
bility or indispesition tosdefend her inter- 
ests in Cuba, Secretary Gage holds that 
responsibility for the success of this expe- 
dition may properly be fixed upon Spanish 
officials in Cuba, who had been fully in- 
formed by the Spanish legation. The Span- 
ish authorities have repeatedly asserted 
that all of the seaports of Cuba were in 
their possession. 

In all the sixty alleged expeditions Sec- 
retary Gage shows that twenty-eight have 
been frustrated through the efforts of the 
treasury department, five have been frus- 
trated bv the United States navy, four 
have been frustrated by Spain, two have 
been wrecked, one driven back by storm, 
one failed from *a comb'nation of causes, 
one—the. Delaware—he declines to recognize 
as other than a violation of the British 
foreign enlistment act. As Spain has suf- 
fered no injury from these forty-three fail- 
ures, it is assumed that they will be ac- 
cepted by Spain as evidence of the success 
of the United States in maintaining its 
obligations, and that a detailed statement 
concerning each is unnecessary. 

Secretary Gage then examines in detail 
the seventeen alleged successful expedi- 
tions. 

Secretary Gage makes no estimates of the 
cost involved, which has evidently been 
very large, deeming the extent and results 
of the work performed by the department 
a better measure of the fidelity of its of- 
ficers to their oaths and a better standard 


| by which to measure their efficiency. 
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FOUND CARTRIDGES IN CR«EK. 


Why Ammunition Intended for Insur- 
gents Never Reached Them. 


Washington, December 8—News has 
reached here of the frustrating of an at- 
tempt to convey a store of munitions of war 
to the Cuban insurgents just at the moment 
when it had apparently succeeded. 

In about the»midéle* of: September a 
steamer painted black appeared near Cien- 
fuegos and landed a stock of ammunition 
and twenty men, under the leadership of 
Joseph Cepero, a naturalized American 
citizen, who, after being held in a Cuban 
jail for nearly a year, was released by the 
Spanish government last July. 

The expedition got inland, but a month 
later the Spvanish authorities discovered 
nearly 500 boxes of ammunition for Reming- 
ton and Mauser rifles concealed in a shal- 
low creek, and carried them into town. 


JUDGE BOND IS A CANDIDATE.

He Says There Was Never an Intention 
of Executing the Thregt. 


WHAT. THE SPANISH PAPERS HAVE TO SAY 


More Favorable to Spain Than Was 
That of President Cleveland’s 
Message. 


Madrid, December 8.—The premier, Senor 
Sagasta, in an interview regarding Presi- 
dent McKinley’s message to the United 
States congress, is quoted as saying he 
th'nks the message satisfactory “becuuse 
the.threat to intervene in Cuba was made 
merely to give satisfaction to a pertion of 
American opinion without an imtenzion of 
executing it.” 

Continuing, the premier ssid that the 
government would not make a dec.aration 
on the subject. He believes the president's 
words would have influence with the insur- 
gents and added that the cortes will not be 
eonvoked until the government had ascocr- 
tained the effect of the message upon the 
United States congress. 

The Imparcal, commenting on the meés- 
sage, says!

La Correspondencfa de Espana, the offi- 
cial organ, savs that after reflection Span- 
ish opinion on President McKinley’s con- 
gress to congress is less ortimistic than at 
first. It proceeds to impugn the sincerity 
of the president’s protestat’on of friend- 
ship for Spain and of respect for inter- 
national obligation, but it admits that the 
message was ‘‘addressed to congress prin- 
cipally. and in language which, though not 
intendea to p'ease Spain, will annoy jin- 
goes and filibusters.’’

Waverly, Ia., December 8.—Miss Delilah 
Fales has confagsed her share in the trag-, 
ic death of Jerome Kern. The man was 
found dead in a lonely wood on the 2d 
of last August and the young woman 
now confesses she fired the bullets that 
killed him, She was indicted today, and it 
is said her alleged accomplice before the 
fact, a son of the victim, will be indicted 
tomorrow. 

Miss Fales charges that when she was 
a mere child of thirteen years the elder 
Kern betrayed her, and that ever after 
he harassed her with his attentions. More 
than that, he sought by blackening her 
reputation, she states, to keep others from 
paying court to her.' Twice before she 
became attached to the murdered man’s 
son she had been in a fair way to become 
happ‘ly marr.ed, but as many times had 
Jerome Kern, she declares, polsoned her 
lovers against her. 

At last, when by the same method he 
sought to prevent his son from marrying 
her, the pent up hatred of years vented 
itself in the commission ag the crime. She 
said: 


“I killed him with premeditation and 
deliberation. I prayed God to give me. 
strength to do it with all the earnestness 
I could command, as I have prayed Him | 
for forgiveness. I have suffered no pangs 
of conscience. On the contrary, a restful; 
calm seemed to come into my life from, 
the moment I knew he was dead. I never 
slept so well as I did the night after I 
fired those fatal shots.”’ 


Miss Fales’s confession starts by telling 
of the love affair of herself and young 
Kerr and of the opposition of the father, 
They discussed the question of putting him 
out of the way and they agreed that that 
would be the best way out of the difficulty. 

One day the elder Kerr suggested to the 
young woman that sne meet him. She saw 
here the opportunity that she had been 
waiting for and she assented, making an 
appointment for the following morning 


and he assisted her to alight from heF ye- 


hicle. Says her confession;

Then follows a detail of the plotting of 
the two to lay the crime at the door of 
John Lewis, a former lover of Delilah’s. 
They even prepared a letter purporting to 
have beeh written by the deceased on the 
day of his murder, and which was ieft 
where it would be readily found, as it was 
a few days ago. This letter said that if 
harm came to Kern, Lewis must be heid 
responsible. 

William Kern's confession corroborates 
that of Miss Fales in almost every detail. 


DEATH AWAITS DURRANT. 


_ Supreme Court Set at Naught All Hope 


, Yesterday. 

San Francisco, Cal., December 8.—Late 
this afternoon the supreme court dispelled 
the last hope of W. H. T. Durrant, the 
murderer of Bienche Lamont and Minnie 
Williams, by disposing in a summary mane- 
ner of his two appeals. 

In a written opinion from the pen of 
Chief Justice Beatty, which is concurred 
in by all but one of his associates, the 
court affirms the judgment of Judge Bah- 
ers in remanding the prisoner to San 
Quentin until the date set for his execu- 
tion, but he cites the sentencing of Dur- 
rant to be hanged on November llth and 
remands the case to the superior court, 
with instructions to proceed according. to 
law. As the remittitur was ordered issued 
forthwith and the court holds that execu- 
tion can only be stayed now by the is- 
suance of a certificate of probable cause, 
it only remains to resentence the condemn- 
ed murderer, which will probably be done. 
tomorrow. | 

Justice Garoutte alone dissented from - 
this opinion, maintaining that Durrant’s 
appeals should have been dismissed, as the 
time required by law for their perfection 
had been allowed to iapse. 


The action of the San Francisco supreme 
court vesterday put at naught the efforts 
that have been made by the alleged widow 
of Blanther, know as Arthur D. Forbes in 
Atlanta while he was manager of the 
Southern Purchas'ng Agency in this city.

SHOULD ANNEXATION OCCUR 


Indemnity Will Be Asked for Viola- 
tion of Treaty. 


HOSHI HOPES FOR PEACEABLE SOLUTION 


Japanese Minister Thinks That the 
Good @ill Between the Two Coun- 
tries Shculd Be Maintained. 


Omaha, Neb., December 8.—Toru Hoshi, 
Japanese minister to the United States, 
passed through Omaha this evening en 
route to Washington. In an interview with 
a representaiive of the Associated Press, 
Mr. Hoshi admitted that the object of his 
mission to Japan was to ascertain the views 
of his government in the proposed annexa- 
tion of Hawaii and to procure instructions 
‘from the mikado relative to the course he 
was expected to pursue in case the treaty 
should be ratified by congress. He said: 

“The impression has gone out to the 
American press that we propose to recall 
the protest entered by. Japan against the 
acquisition of the Sandwich islands by the 
United States government. This is mis- 
leading and untrue. Japan has always 
maintained amicable relations with the 
United States and it is not our purpose now 
to take any steps that would lead to a 
breach of mutual] good will, but at the same 
time Japan will stand firmly in the mainte- 
nance of its rights and privileges acquired 
under the treaty with the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment. If the United States decides to 
annex Hawaii, we hope to be able to en- 
force our demands for indemnity for the 
violation of treaty rights in the expulsion 
of Japanese immigrants from the island 
and their exclusion from the rights acquir- 
ed under our treaty.” 

Concerning President McKinley, and par- 
ticularly as referring to the relations of 
Japan and the United States in connection 
with the proposed annexation of Hawail, 
Mr. Hoshi declined to express any views 
beyond reiterating what he stated at the 
outset, that there would be no disposition 
on the part of the Japanese to resist the 
acquisition of Hawaii. by the United States, 
but that he hoped to be able, through dip- 
lomatic negotiations, to bring about a 
peaceful solution of the matters in con- 
troversy.

People of Little Rock Think Clayton’s 


Murderer Is in Georgia Pen. 

Tittle Rock, Ark., December 8.—Interest 
in the Pitts. Ga., clew to the murder of 
Hon. John M. Clayton, which had about 
subsided here has been reviewed by a recent 
communication from Luther Aiken, thé 
Georgia conviet guard who claims to be 
in possession of the name of the murderer, 
has revived, and it is probable that the clew 
will be investigated. 

Sheriff Clerry, of Bradley county, Ar- 
kansas, in an interview with Governor 
Jones, told him of strong corroborative 
evidence of the statement of a Georgia 
convict has confessed to the murder of 
Clayton at Plummerville, in the autumn 
of 1889. Sheriff Clerry says that he has in- 
formation from a former citizen of Geor- 
gia, now living in Bradley county, that a 
Georgia convict made such a confession 
to another convict, and that the self-con- 
fessed murderer of John M. Clayton is now 
serving a life sentence for another murder, 
in Georgia. His name is withheld, but 
it is stated that it is a former citizen of 
Arkansas, who fled from the state im- 
mediately after murdering Clayton. At 
the time the murder was committed it 
was generally considered to be the denoue- 
ment of a political fight, but according to 
the confession, polices played no part in 
the terrible affair, revenge for an old 
grudge being the motive given by thé 
Georgia convict. 

The authorities s@y they will leave 
no stone unturned to bring the mur- 
derer to justice in this state, but are in & 
quandary as to how it is to be done should 
the murderer be found serving a sentence 
for murder in another state.

and friends. 

If anybody has seen little Pettysing—that 
is the name of the truant—Mr. J. T. Lee, 
who is a prominent commercial traveler, 
would be glad to secure the information. 
Since November 17th he has been in the 
city, on expenses, looking for the dog 
which his wife prized so highly.

SHAPE A BILL 


House Currency Committee Wants Secre- 
tary’s Views Formulated. — 


PAPER WILL SOON BE READY 


Sub-Committees Appointed by Chair- 
man Walker. 


— 


EACH HAS DIFFERENT BILL BEFORE IT 


Cox’s Bill for Repeal of Tax on State 
Banks One of Them To Be 
Considered. 


—_—_—_— 
Washington, Decenfber 8.—The house com- 
mittee on banking and currency, which 
will have the shaping of a considerable por- 
tion of the financial legistation before the 
house, held its first meeting this morning 
and outlined its general plan of action. In 
view of Secretary Gage’s recommendation 
of a. comprehensive revision of currency 
and banking affairs, a resolution was 
adopted inviting the secretary to embody 
his views in a bill. The committee was in- 
formed that the secretary was new at 
work on a measure, and that it would be 
available for the committee in about a 
week. 

Chairman Walker announced four sub- 
committees and assigned to each a number 


of banking and currency bDilis already in- } 


troduced. The sub-committees will begin 
work at once on the bills before them, each 
sub-committee having charge of the bills 
introduced by its members. The Walker 
sub-committee will have charge of the 
Walker bill. It proposes to introduce the 
New England Suffolk bank systein to the 
whole country, adding a government guar- 
anty for all notes issues by banks and im- 
posing a small tax on bank notes as a 
safety fund. The bill of Mr. Hill also goes 
before this committee. Mr. Hiil says he 
has endeavored to draw it on conservative 
lines, meeting the financial ills which most 
need reform without going to a radical 
extent. He provides for an increase of 
bank circulation to the par value of bonds 
deposited; reduces the taxation on circula- 
tion to one-fourth of 1 per cent; provides 
for the establishment of small banks in 
rural communities and does away with the 
restriction on the free issue and withdraw- 
al of bank notes. Except in the last par- 
ticular the author of the bill feels that he 
is in line with Presiuent McKinley’s recent 
currency references. This sub-committee 
will also deal with the bills of Representa- 
tive: Cox, the ranking democrat on the 
committee. The measure is generally known 
as the “Carlisle bill,””’ which was originally 
urged by John G. Carlisle when he was sec- 
retary of the treasury. Mr. Cox is also 
pressing the bil for the repeal of the tax 
on state banks. 

The Brosius sub-committee will probably 
deal with Secretary Gage’s plan of cur- 
rency and banking reform. A bill on the 
Same lines has been introduced by Mr. 
Mitchell, of New York, a member of the 
sub-committee. Its essential feature is to 
separate the funds of the government into 
two branches, one relating to fiscal ex- 


penditures and the other relating to the. 


broader monetary affairs of tq country, 
the details being much the same as those 
outlined by Mr. Gage. Mr. Brosius, the 
chairman of this sub-committee, also has 
& comprehensive measure of currency re- 
form. It covers the features whieh Mr. 
Hill sought to have reported today and 
also a separate rédemption fund calculated 
to re-erforee the treasury reserve. The 
Brosius bill also gives the secretary of the 
treasury the discretion of redeeming notes 
in silver or gold at the option of the holder. 

The Johnson sub-committee will deal with 
Mr. Johnson’s bill, which more particular- 
ly seeks to allow national banks to issue 
circulation up to the par value of their 
bonds deposited. 

The Van Voorhis sub-committee will han- 
dle the Fowler bill, which provides for the 
refunding of bonds for new United States 
gold bonds bearing 2 per cent interest. 
There are many other measures, which are 
before the several sub-committees, but the 
foregoing comprise those Which have at- 
tracted the most attention and are likely 
to furnish the basis of discussion.

\ Constable Murray Had Arrested McBroom 
for Highway Robbery. 


HE WAS ON HIS WAY TO JAIL 


Prisoner’s Friends Rescued Him by 
Killing the Officer. 


DEAD BODY FOUND BY THE ROADSIDE 


Marks of a Rope Found on His Neck. 
How McBroom Escaped and Was 
Recaptured. 


Fort Smith, Ark., December 8.—The dead 
body of James Murray, constable at Jenny 
Lind, a small coal mining town in the 
southern portion of Sebastian county, was 
found Monday morning lying by the road- 
side, a short distance from Bonanza, a 
mining town a short distance from Jenny 
Lind. It was at first supposed thta Murray 
had been the victim of a common murder, 
but it has since developed that tHe officer 
was lynched by a mob of coal miners. 

Constable Murray left his home at Jenny 
Lind late Sunday afternoon to go to Bo- 
nanza to arrest a man named Grant Mec- 
Broom, for whom he had a warrant. Mc- 
Broom was a miner at Bonanza. He for- 
merly worked in the mines at Jinny Lind 
and during that time Constable Murray 
and a companion were held up and robbed 
by highwaymen one night. Murray recog- 
nized McBroom as one of the robbers and 
Swore out a warrant for his arrest, but the 
latter disappeared. The constable finally 
located his man at Bonanza and went 
there Sunday night to arrest him. He cap- 
tured McBroom without trouble and started’ 


midnight, 


That was the last seen of Murray alive. 
The constable’s body was found lying by 
the roadside next morning abott thirty 
yards from the shaft of the Bonanza mine. 
His hands were tied securely behind his 
body and his neck was black and blue, 
showing plainly the imprint of a rope which 
had choked the life out of the body. Blood 
oozed from a dozen bullet wounds in the 
Officer’s body and his clothing was torn 
into shreds. There was no rope around the 
dead man’s neck, but the imprints and 
lacerations of the cut yet showed unmis- 
takably in what manner the constable “had 
met his death. 

Yet there were no indications anywhere 
around of a death struggle having taken 
Plece. The ground wvon which the bod, 
lay was covered with fallen leaves and 
there was not even any foot prints to be 
seen anywhere around. 

Fifty feet away lay the apparently un- 
conscicus fcrm of Grant McBroom. The 
ghastly discovery had been made by two 
casual passersby, and when they saw that 
Murray was dead beyond a doubt they 
turned their att2:tion to McBroom. He 
was breathing heavily and was to al! ap- 
pearances totally unconscious. They made 
a hasty examination of the body but could 
discover no wounds. An alarm was quickly 
given and friends of McBroom placed him 
in a wagon and drove away. The body of 
Murray was left for the coroner. The re- 
pert was spread that the officer and pris- 
orer had been wayla'd by highwaymen, 
the officer robbed and murdered and the 
prisoner left for dead. 

Thea coroner began an investigation and 
it has been fully developed that Constable 
Murray was waylaid by a mob of Mr- 
Broom’s friends, composed of miners de- 
termined upon rescuing the prisoner, and 
that Murray was lynched, the body cut 
down and placed by the road side, and 
that McBroom feigned unconsciousness for 
the purpose of misleading the officers and 
shielding the mob. 

McBroom was arrested today. Every 
effort is now being bent on discovering the 
members of the mob. 


SALE OF THE EAGLE AND PHENIX 


End of Troublesome Litigation Is in 
Sight. 


Columbus, Ga., December 8.—(Special.)— 
Judge Newman will sign, probably tomor- 
row, a decree authorizing the sale of the 
Eagle and Phenix mills to satisfy the 
claims of the bondholders. A half million 
will be the upset price. The sale will be 
advertised eight weeks. As some of the 
property involved is in Alabama, a decree 
of sale will also have to be passed by the 
Alabama court. The sale will occur in 
April. The amount of recovery for the 
bondholders as named in the decree of 
sale will be $1,039,173.80—$952,580 principal 
and $86,603.80 interest. This includes the 
principal and interest of all bonds, and the 
principal and interest of all past due cou- 
pons, including those due July 1, 1896. 


EMPEROR WORKING FOR PEACE. 
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Will Shortly Issue Orders Prolonging 
the Status Quo with Hungary. 


Vienna, December 8.—It is expected that 
Emperor Francis Joseph will shortly issue 
decrees prolonging for a year the status 
quo between Austria and Hungary, re- 
garding the sharing of imperial expendi- 
ture, budget and other essential matters. 

If this course is adopted by the emperor 
it will be due solely to the hopelessness of 
all attempts at present to reconcile the 
hostile parties in the reichsrath. Baron 
Gautsch, the premier, when notifying the 
German leaders as to the situation today, 
declared that the government had deter- 
mined to obtain an imperial ordinance in 
order to secure a prolongation of the com- 
promise. He expressed the hope that. in a 
few weeks’ time, when party spirit had 
calmed, it might yet be possible ~@ effect 
an adjustment between the Sensiatns fac- 
tions. It is not likely that the reichsrath 
will reassemble for at least three months. 

The government is continuing the nego- 
tiations for the settlement of the language 
question. 

Owing to fears for the safety of the Ger- 
man members, the meeting of the Bohe- 
mian diet was postponed. 


DEATH OF JUDGE GUERRY. 


One of the Oldest Lawyers of Georgia 
Passes Away. ~“ 


Americus, Ga.,, December &—(Special.— 
Judge William B. Guerry, the Nestor of 
the Americus bar and one of the oldest 
and most esteemed citizens, died at 10 
o’clock last night after an illness of a 
week with pneumonia. Judge Guerry was 
a native of Twiggs county. but for a half 
century has resided in Americus, where he 
engaged in the practice of his profession. 
Judge Guerry established the first demg- 
cratic newspaper ever published in this 
city. The Southwestern News, in 1844, but 
after a few years returned to the law. 
Though seventy-eight yeara of age he con- 
tinued at his post until the beginning of 
his jate illness. A wife. daughter and five 
sons. amang them Colonel Dupont Guerry.

HE MUST HANG 
FOR HIS CRIME 


The Decatur County Tragedy Will Be 
Avenged in January. 


SIMON” HOPKINS CONVICTED 


He Enticed John Harris Into the 
Depths of a Swamp. 


THERE THE VICTIM WAS SLAIN AND ROBBED 


Shocking Story of Deliberation with 
Which One Negro Leads Another 
Into a Trap and Kills Him. 


Bainbridge, Ga., December 8.—(Special.)—~ 
Simon Hopkins was found guilty of the 
murder of John Harris, in Decatur superior 
court this morning, and he will be sentenced 
to death. 

This case has aroused considerable in- 
terest in this county because of the pecu- 
liar heinousness of the crime and the cool 
resolution on the part of the defendant 
when he committed the horrible murder. 
Down about two miles below Bainbridge, 
deep in the darkness and seclus.on of the 
Flint river swamp, Hopkins decoyed the 
deceased, Harris, and after getting him 
beyond the pale of human assistance, and 
at a spot .which would of itself suggest 
murder, without sounding even a note of 
warning, Hopkins leveled his shotgun on 
Harris, and pulling the trigger, filled his 
victim’s head with duck shot. The de- 
ceased had ridden horseback into the 
swamp. After killing Harris, in order to 
conceal his hideous crime, Hopkins dragged 
the dead man’s body fully one hundred 
yards from around a precipice and through 
a ravine, making a plain, bloody trail 
through the leaves down to the water’s 
edge and plunged the body head own 
into the river, and asa further meas- 
ure- of precaution, he unbridled and unsad- 
dled the horse ridden by the deceased and 


i threw the bridle and saddle into an adjacent 


lagoon, all of which Hopkins, after having 
made several contradictory statements, 
now confesses to. 

The motive appears to have been rob- 
bery. After killing Harris, who had gone 
out to the river, at the solicitation of Hop- 
kins, to look at some eattle with a view to 
purchasing, he robbed the dead man’s body 
of his money, watch and pocket knife, 
all of which were afterwards found in the 
possession of the murderer. 

Judge Spence will sentence Hopkins to be 
hanged Friday, January 7, 1898, and with 
the execution of this criminal the foul mur- 
der will have been avenged and the majesty 
of the law upheld.

ee | THE ELECTION WAS NOT LEGAL 


This Is the Vital Point on Which the 
Attacks Will Be Made. 


REVERSED FROM THEIR FORMER POSITION 


The Two Tcwns Change Sides and the 
Arguments Will Be What the 
Other One Usei Before, 


The fight for the county seat of DeKalb 
will not down, It has, after what was 
thought by the people of Decatur to be a 
final death, come to life and may live some 
time before it is killed, : 

The Stone Mountain people now propose 
to revive the fight and attack from the 
side that the elect'on asking for a removal 
was illegal. It was announced yesterday 
that they would do this, and it occasioned 
mtch surprise in Decatur when it became 
generally known. 

Mr. D, W. Rountree, who represented 
Stone Mountain, said yesterday that they 
wculd make another effort to win the 
county seat by proving the election held 
over a year ago to be illega' on several 
counts. When the same question was be- 
fore the secretary of state and Attorney 
General Terrell the latter delivered an 
epinion then trat the election was ‘legal 
and the proof will be founded on this de- 
cision. 

When the question as to removal was 
fought by Decatur they argued and held as 
one of theif strong points that the election 
was illegal, but were not able to win their 
points before any of the courts where the 
case was heard. When it went before the 
committee the same issue was raised and 
the greater portion of the time of the 
committee was taken up on this point. 
Stone Mountain won each time. 

It is an unusual proceeding on the part 
of the Stone Mountain people, as they are 
now defending the principle they fought 
with such success in the former contests. 
The people of Decatur received the an- 
nouncement with surprise and say they 
cannot understand it. 

The illegality of the election was fought 
with all the bitterness that the Stone 
Mountain people could bring to bear 
against it. The legality of the election 
was the one point that governed the final 
location of the county seat, so the people 
at that time thought, and it was the great 
fighting ground, 

Stone Mountain won her points one after 
another and each time ousted Decatur in 
her determination to show that the election 
To the very last it was de- 
cided by the courts and the committee of 
the house that the election was legal. The 
wisdom of these tribunals was praised 
by the Stone Mountain contingent, 

The people of Decatur felt that the elec- 
tion was not legal, but when so many de- 
cisions had been rendered that it was, 
they began to believe. Stone Mountain 
earried her points everywhere until ‘t came 
to the vote of the house, when the bill to 
remove the county seat was voted down 
and Stone Mounta:n had lost. 

Now they come with the reverse propo- 
sition that the election was illegal, and 
facing about, march in the opposite direc- 
tion that they were wont to go before. 
They believe they will carry their potnt 
and make the election illegal. 

The strife and ill feeling that had been 


‘aroused by the long fight had begun to 


abate, when the néw proposition was 
sprung and the old wounds will bieed anew. 
Bids have been asked for to build the 
new courthouse, but if the question as to 
the location of the county seat is carried 
to the courts, it wll delay the work and 
cuuse the county to lose much time in the 
erection of the new temple of justice. 

It is said that if a new election is grant- 
ed. the forces for Stone Mountain are not 
strong enough to remove the courthouse, 
and inat it will be kept at Decatur.

Mayor and Three Councilmen To Control 
Municipal Affairs, 


NO OPPOSITION IN ELECTION 


Sixty-nine Votes Cast Out of 107 That 
Were Registered. 


VERY QUIET DAY FOR THE POLITICIANS 


Little Interest Shown in the Pretty 
Suburt Over the Outcome—The 
Policy of New Officers. 


An election was held in Decatur yester- 
day for mayor and three councilmen. Dr. 
J. W. Mayson, who has held the office for 
five years. was re-elected for another term 
to be mayor and the councilmen that were 
elected are: Mr. E. E, Gates, Dr. J. lh 
Johnson and Mr. T. L. Galloway. 

There was no opposition for any of the 
candidates and the voting was exceedingly 
quiet. Sixty-nine votes were cast in all for 
the candidates, there being 107 registered. 
The polls remained open during the entire 
day but by noon nearly all those who in- 
tended to vote had done so. 

A few came in after’ that time, but the 
managers and clerks hada quiet time of it. 
The day seemed to them very long and 
they were glad last night when the time 
had come for them to close the ballot box 
and count the votes, which required but 
a few minutes. 

It was said to have been the quietest 
municipal election that has ever been held 
in the town and it was not scarcely known 
that such an important event was happen- 
ing. The candidates crly came to the polls 
two or three times during the day and as 
opposition was lacking had no fear as to 
the outcome when the votes were counted. 

When the candidates first commenced to 
come out to run for the mayor’s place 
three promiaent citizens entered the race. 
Two of these withdrew before the day of 
election and left only ome remaining. Mr. 
T. L, Galloway was in the race, but with- 
drew to run for the council. 

The policy of the new officers will be a 
very live and progressive one. Decatur is 
the largest suburb around the city and is 
built of pretty homes that are the resi- 
dences of some of the most substantial bus- 
iness men of Atlanta. It is closely con- 
nected to the city with electric lines that 
run fast schedules between the two points. 

It is the county seat of DeKalb and the 
center of the people of the county, The 
new officers will go into office on the first 
of the year and they expect to have elec- 
tric lights, paved streets, gas, water and 
sewers before their term of office expires,

purpose of the democratic majority to re-

; problem which confronted them on the eve 
lof the expiration of the twenty year lease. 
i It needed but the spur of the news told 
‘in The Constitution yesterday morning to 
bring the absent members to tneir seats, 
‘and they were barely seated comfortably 
‘before the vote by which the convict bill 
‘had been efeated was reconsidered. 
,Scarcely a man voted in opposition to the 
‘reconsideration. Then came the question 
of passing the anti-football bill over the 
;governor’s veto, and an hour or more was

Cole with a copy of the rules of the na- 
tional congress in this emergency. Mr. 
Cole read the rules as follows: 

“The ‘two-thirds’ by which a vetoed Dill 
is required to be approved ‘before it. be- 
comes a law has been construed in both 
houses to mean ‘two-thirds of the members 
present.’ ”’ 

Mr. Cole argued that only two-thirds 
of the members voting were required to 
pass a bill over the governor's veto. 
Judge Boynton, of Spalding, took an en- 
tirely opposite opinion. He read the rules 
of the Georgia legislature which he 
thought would better apply than the rules 
of the national congress. The rules read 
by Governor Boynton were as follows: 

“Two-thirds of each house may pass & 
bill notwithstanding the governor's dis- 
sent.’’—From rule 149. 

“No bill ‘shall become a law unless it 
shall receive a majority of the votes of all 
the members elected to each house of the 
general assembly and it shall in every in- 
stance appear on the journal.’’—From 
Rule 131. 

Judge Boynton read another rule which, 
like those already quoted, stated that a 
two-thirds vote of all members elected to 
each house wag necessary. He thought 
117 votes were absolutely necessary ta 
pass a bill ever the governor’s veto. Mr. 
Rawls, of Effingham, spoke on the ques- 
tion. He said that the Georgia .constitu- 
tion should apply to Georgia. He ex- 
plained the very clear difference between 
the rules of the national house ‘arid the 
Georgia house. In the national legislature 
he said a majority of a quorum could pass 
a bill over the president's veto, but in: the 
Georgia house a majority of all members 
‘present is required. 
‘Up to this time the result of the veto 
had not been read, but the leaders knew 


how the question stood. After some talk 


on the part of the members, Speaker Jen- 
kins said that he felt considerable doubt 
in his mind owing to the peculiar phrase- 
ology of Georgia's constitution. 


The Bill Is Killed. 


Speaker Jenkins them announced: 

‘‘The vote upon this measure is 151. One- 
third of this is 50 1-3. Two-thirds is 100 2-3. 
The motion to pass the bill over the veto 
of the governor received 107 votes or more 
than two-thirds of those voting. I will 
hold, however, that under the constitution 
of Georgia a two-thirds vote of all mem- 
bers elected to each house of the general 
assembly is necessary to pass a bill over 
the veto of the governor. I want the 
house to rule on this question so as to set 
a very important legislative precedent on 


a question that has never been finally de- 
cided by any legislature. I think it will 


prove a very valuable precedent. There 
has been for a long time considerable 
doubt as to the number of votes required 
by the constitution to pass a bill over the 
governor's dissent.” 

Mr. Caivin got the floor and called atten- 
tion to a precedent which sustained the 
ruling.made by the speaker. He cited the 
proceedings in the house of, 1892—Governor 
Atkinson at that time being speaker. A 
message was received from Governor 
Northen vetoing hotise bill number j3, 
which proposed to change the time of meet- 
ing for the second annual sessidDn of the 
general assembly. The bill fixed the time 
for the second session of each legislature 
for the second Wednesday in July in each 
year. When the question, “Shall this bill 
pass notwithstanding the veto of the gov- 
ernor?’’ came up it was held that a two- 
thirds vote of the whole number of mem- 
bers elected was required in order to pags 
the bill. The vote on that particular bill 
was ayes 103, nays 40, not voting 31, so the 
bill lacked 14 votes and the governor’s veto 
was suStained. 

“I appeal to the house from the ruling of 
the chair,” said Mr. Cole. 

Speaker Jenkins said that he was glad 
the appeal had been made from hig ruling. 
as he Wanted the house to rule on the 
question, He said there had never been a 
precedent established on this matter and 
he wanted the house to pass on it. Mr. 
Calvin called for the ayes and nays on the 
appeal. Mr. Cole asked to be allowed to 
withdraw his appeal. Mr. Awtry objected 
and the vote was taken. The chair was 
sustained by a vote of 136 to 12.

Several members made stirring 
speeches in favor-of placing the convicts 
under the control of the state prison com- 
mission on account of the horrible atroc'- 
ties committed on these convicts who are 
only sent up for small. offenses. Other 
members took the pesition that the counties 
were fully able to take care of their own 
éonvicts without state interrerence or 
supervision. Mr. Rawls agreed to compro- 
mise by a substitute amendment of his 
own, which provided that instead of 
placing the misdemeanor convicts, the 
commissioners be allowed to make an an- 
nual inspection of the misdemeanor camps. 
This substitute was lost. 

The vote was then ordered on the first 
amendment to strike the misdemeanor con- 


victs from the state supervision. An aye_ 


and nay vote was taken. The result was 
a victory for state supervision, The vote 
stood 66 against state supervision and 74 
for state supervision. e 
Commission a Pardon Board. 

Section 7, which. provides that the 
prison commission bé constituted a board 
of pardons, was passed without change. 

Mr. Berry, of Whitfield, moved to elimi- 
nete section 8, the most important section 
of the bill. This is the section that em- 
Ledies many of the reform ideas of the bill. 
It provides for a farm for the young and 
aged convicts and the female convicts. It 
a'so provides for the. sep?ration of all 
classes of convicts. — 

Directly after Mr. Berry made his motion 
the house adjourned until 3 o’clock. 

Immediately after convening in after- 
noon session Mr. Berry spoke on his motion 
to strike out the section. He said the cost 
of carrying out the provisions of this sec- 
tion would be $100,000. He sa.d: ‘‘Let’s not 
add one dollar to the already heavy ex- 
pense that is borne by the people of 
Georgia.’”’ ‘ 

Mr. Berry’s motion was turned down. 
Then Mr. Atkinson proposed to amend by 
striking out the word female in the list of 
the convicts to be placed.on the farm. This 
was also defeated. 

Mr. Blalock wanted to Know what was to 
be done with the boys who might lack 
only a few months of having arrived at 
the maximum age limit of sixteen. Speaker 
Jenkins answered that the boy would be 
kept on the farm until he was sixteen, and 
no longer. Mr. Awtry’s aimendment to 
have the products of the farm sold and 
used in the state’s institutions was adopted, 
and section 8 was then adopted. Section 9 
was adopted without debate, 

Mr. Dunean, of Houston, offered an 
gsmendment to section 10, which provided 
that all felony convicts of two years and 
less be worked by the counties free of 
charge. There was considerable debate on 
this. Mr. Hall said the expenses of trying 
felony convicts were paid by the state, and 
he thought the counties had no right to 
get their work free of charge. Mr. Dun- 
can’s amendment was killed, . 

Mr. West, of Lowndes, &Amended section 
11 so that any lessee of the convicts may 
sub-let or sub-hire the convicts to other 
parties, with the consent of the prison 
commission. Tais was adopted. Mr. Dun- 
can, of Houston, proposed to amend by 
changing the maximum term of the lease 
from five to ten years. Several substitutes 
were offered, but all propositions to change 
the term of years of the lease were lost. 

Where Convicts Can Be Worked. 

Mr. Whipple, of Dooly, offered a very im- 
portant amendment providing that in -no 
event shall convicts bé worked in competi- 
tion with free labor. Mr. Little, of Mus- 
cogee, ‘offered an amendment providing 
that the words “iron foundries’’ be stricken 
from’ the list of occupations laid open to 
convicts. Mr. Little explained that tron 
foundries employed cons‘derable_ skilled 
labor, and he thought it would be wrong to 
work convicts side by side with free labor, 

Mr. Rudicil, of Chattooga, offered to 
amend so that the employment of the con- 
victs shall be so restricted that it shall not 
come fn contact with free labor. Mr. Boyn- 
ton, of Spalding, offered an amendment pro- 
viding that convicts be not allowed to 
work in manufactories or iron factories. 
Before any vote could be taken on section 
11 the house adjourned until njght. 


The Night Session. 


When the _ perfecting of agsection 
was resumed at the night session, Mr 
Dickerson moved to amend by adding, at- 
ter the word “pursuit,”’ in the sixth line 
of section 11, the words “or such other 
industry as is consistent with the physi- 
cal ability of the convicts.” This was 
further amended by Mr. -Rudicil by ada- 
ing: ‘““‘The commissioners to restrict such 
employment to the end that convict labor 
Shall not come* tmto competition wit 
skilled or techrical free labor further than 
is necessary, and in no case shall convici 
labor be worked in conjunction with such 
free labor.’’ 

Mr. West, of Lowndes, offered to further 
amend section 11 by adding: ‘That any 
hiyer shall have the right to sublet by 
and with the consent of the commission, 
any number or all the convicts leased by 
him, provided there shall be no additienaa 
expense to the state.’’ 

Mr. West spoke upon the amendmen. 
as follows: 

“We should settle this great question 
upon the broad principles of justice, not 
discriminating between either manual or 
skilled labor. Take the sawmills, planing 
mills and turpentine farms of south Geor- 
gia and you find working in them skilled 
labor; yet you wish to work the convicts 
in conjunction with this labor and keep 
them out of the cotton factories and foun- 
dries of the state. 

“If they work at all, they must of ‘neces- 
sity be brought in competition with labor 
of some kind. If the convicts work on 
the farms of the state, they are brought in 
direct competition with the neediest class 
of laborers.” 

Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, moved to re- 
consider the amendment of (Mr. Dickerson 
as amended by Mr. Rudicil, and said if 
that bill came up with that provision in it 
he would feel it his compulsory duty to 
vote against the bill when put upon its 
passage. 


The Opposition Heard From. 


Mr. Bolfeuillet opposed the amendment 
in a vigorous speech. Hé said, in part: 
“I will vote against the bill if it con- 
tains this amenament. ‘The amendgnent 
throws wide open the door ‘to active con- 
vict competition with those men wno. earn 
their honest bread in the sweat or their 
ce, 
“Phere is a great deal of free labor that 
is not skilled or tecfnical labor, and this 
amenument only protects skilled labor. I 
want all kinds of free labor protected. In 
reply to. the gentleman from Clinch I will 
suy that 1 would Nike for tnis pill to ex- 
empt the sawmills of his section from 
convict labor, and, if it lay in my power, 
I would not allow convict labor to come in 
conflict or competition witn free labor in 
any pursuits, or in any manner whatever. 
In addition to all this, Mr.: Speaker, I 
have another objection to the amendment. 
I object to the words ‘than fs necessary.’ 
This allows the prison commission the wid- 
est latitude, and really grants them the 
authority and privilege to dease the con- 
victs for the very employments against 
ywhatece goos these 
ever there 
might be in. the ame’ ay 4 
Several questions were asked Mr. Boifeiul- 
let during his speech, which gave him the 
opportunity of paying a glowing tribute 
to the honest workingmen. He said on 
this ‘line, among other things:

Appeal from South Georgia. 
Mr. Dickerson, of Clinch, whose amend- 
ment to prevent the working of the cen- 
victs in cutting crossties had been previ- 
ously frowned down, again appealed to the 
house to deal fairly by his county. His 


county was entitled to as much protection - 


as the counties of Fulton, Richmond, Bibb 
and Chatham. The main manufacturing 
industries of his country are turpentine, 
saw milling and the cutting of crossties. 
lf the industries of his county are to be 
put in the bill, then justice demanded that 
every industry in the state should be in- 
cluded. } ; 

This industry was one of great import- 
ance to his county, and the convicts here 
would come more in contact with free 
labor than in any other section. 

He said he came from the wiregrass sec- 
tion and would never vote to her detriment. 
Mr. Hall also spoke along this line. The 
substitute was adopted, and then, on the 
vote to adopt section 11 as amended it was 
adopted by a vote of 70 to 31. 

Mr. Dickerson sald he occupied a differ- 
ent ‘position from the gentleman from 
Bibb. He sald it was impossible to pass 


any bill that would bring tBe convict I: bor ) 


in conflict with any line of Industry or free 
labor. In his mind a bill to board them 
at the Kimball or Aragon would be better 
than the passage of such a sectional meas- 
ure as was now sought to be fostered on 
the state. Mr. Ennis wanted to know if 
there were any people in Clinch besides 
the convicts. 

Mr. Dickerson said he regarded the thrust 
as a reflection on his county. Mr. Ennis 
disclaimed any reflection on etther the gen- 
tleman or the people of his county. 

Mr. Blalock said he represented the ag- 
riculturists and he didn’t think they cculd 
he hurt much at the present low price of 
farm products. He thought the state 
would need every dollar that the hire of 
the convicts would bring in, and would be 
that much saved toward taxation. 

Fulton to the Rescue. 


Dickerson'’s! reference to Fulton

Mr. Slaton stated that he wished to ‘de- 
tain the house but a few minutes. Like 
the gentleman from Dooly. he recognized 
that some competition might result from the 
maintenance of any convict system. But 
that he believed that the honest laborer 
with his family to support and educate 
shoul@ be given the greatest possible pro- 
tection. Mr. Slaton stated in response to 
the suggestion of some members of the 
house that he was glad to represent organ- 
ized labor, for all represented honest toil 
and noble citizenship, and he wauid favor 
a business settlement of this question, pro- 
tecting labor as far as possible. Mr. Sla- 
ton’s views were accepted when the vote 
was taken. 

The amendment by Mr. Hall, proposed by 
the committee of the whole, was tien 
adopted without apy opposition. | 

Amend section 11 by inserting in lIfne 
fifteen thereof, after the words “received.” 
the following words, ‘‘All convicts sen- 
tenced after April 1, 1899. to the peniten- 
tiary shall be disposed of by the commis- 
sion under or by virtue of the provisions of 
this act.’’ . 

While these matters were being consid- 
ered Mr. Knowles, of Fulton, was in the 
chair, and presided gracefully and natu- 
rally. 

For the Workingman. 

Mr. Felder offered a substitute to the 
remaining amendments on the clerk’s desk 
as follows: 

“By inserting after the word ‘state’ in 
line 13 of section 11, page 7, the following: 
‘And such other work as is consistent with 
the physical ability of the convicts, pro- 
vided said convicts are not worked in iron 
foundries, cotton factories and machine 
shops, where the products of their labor 
are offered in competition with that of free 
labor.”’ 

Mr. Felder spoke eloquently on the sub- 
stitute, and in answer to the gentlemen 
from Clinch and Ware that under the bill 
as now constructed that Fulton county 
would work more convicts than both of 
these counties combined in the manufactur- 
ing of brick. which is not exempted by the 
bill 

The amendment provided that the con- 
victs should not be worked in cotton fac- 
tories, machine shops, iron. furnaces and 
other pursuits where the products of their 
labor come in compet'tion with the prod- 
ucts of free labor. In advocating his 
amendment he said that he was opposed to 
many features of the bill, but felt that 
some concessions should be made; that 
Abraham Lincoln said to the commissioners 
of the confederacy at Hampton Roads con- 
ference that if they would allow him to 
write “union” they could write anything 
they chose. That if the house would adopt 
the amendment he would vote for the bill; 
but if the amendment failed of passage, he 
would never cast his vote for it, as it 
would be an insult to every honest labor- 
er in the land for him to do so. : 

Mr. Awtry’s amendment also brought on 
considerable discussion. It was passed and 
reconsidered. Mr. Meldrim. said the man 
that paid for the guards would be master 
of the situation, and that the state should 
be master of the situation, and not the 
lessees. Mr. Whipple coincided with this 
view. He said tle adoption of the amend- 
ment was simply a re-enactment of the 
old lease system, and he did not think this 
house wanted to “o that. He wanted the 
first amendment of Mr. Awtry’s reconsid- 
ered. Mr. Awtry quelled the discussion by 
withdrawing the second amendment. 


The Bill Completed. 


Mr. Hall sa’'d it was the duty of the 
party to pass a bill and they should make 
some concessions to the men who were 
proposing these amendments, 

Mr. Chapman joined in the request to re- 
cons'der. He had voted for the amend- 
ment under a misapprehension. If the 
amendment was allowed to-stand, these 
vicious felons would be working side by 
side with widow women and young girls 
in his county who could earn their liveli- 
hood only in the factories there. Mr. 
Thomas, of Ware, spoke for the amend- 
ment and was interrupted several times 
by Mr. Ennis and Mr. Redding. .The mo- 
tion to reconsider was lost by a vote of 
49 to HA. ; 

The bill as perfected will be voted upon 
this morning. 


SENATE IN A SLAYING MOOD. 


Three Important Bills Killed by Upper 
Body—Berner Bill Postponed. 
The senate yesterday killed the bill of 
Senator Carter empowering the chairman 
of every county executive committce of 
euch perty represented in an election, with 
the right to have one manager at each pre- 
cinct. The- manager was to be appointed 
by the county ordinary. Senator Carter 
made a strong plea for his bill, stating that 
it would bring about a galutary revolution 


“% ae ne ge Pes raps : , on , ats ; ieee, nn 3 é ‘ , 
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and to provide for fair elections in all 
counties. I am seeking to remedy an evil 
that ‘is liable to cause a riot at the pulls 
in any county here on any election day. 
I will give an ihstance of unfairness that 
would have caused trouble in many coun- 
ties. In a county not 150 miles from this 
city the democratic executive committee 
met and made out a list of election man- 
agers and sent that list to the justices of 
thé peace and the notaries public to have 
them appointed. If the populists had not 
been infernal cowards there would have 
been trouble over that. I am not trying to 
build up the populist party or any other 
party, but I am striving to do my duty, 
which is dearer to me than any party.” 

At the conclusion of his speech he called 
for the yeas and nays, and the bill was 
lost. Another bill fathered by Senator Car- 
ter giving sheriffs, deputy sheriffs, police 
officers and bailiffs the right to carry con- 
cealed weapons, Was also killed by a vote 
of 21 to 14. 

Senator Carter was not the only victim 
of the destructive mood of the senate. It 
knccked out a bill introduced by Senator 
Wooten, of the fifteenth, providing that 
the tax collector of each county prepare 
authentic lists of all voters who paid their 
taxes, and give one copy to the ordinary 
and another to the court clerk. These lat- 
ter officials were to furnish a copy to each 
justice of the peace in all the militia dis- 
tricts. The bill was for the purpose of do- 
ing away with the necessity of registration 
or a personal oath. The bill also provided 
that names could be added to 
where the applicants could prove that they 
were®entitled to be thereon. Only fourteen 
members voted for the bill and it took its 
Plaee in the. procession of this season's 
legislative ‘“‘has-beens.”’ 

A bill that precipitated a very unexpected 
and snappy scrap was that allowing hotel 
proprietors at Lithia Springs to sell whisky 
to guests on a physician's prescription. The 
measure necessitated the payment of the 
State tax and the consent of the city 
ccunsel- on all liquor thus sold. Senator 
Gray and Batile. objected strenuously to 


the bill, advancing that as Douglas was a ° 


prohibition county, her laws should be 
subjected to no such juggling. But the 
bill found an earnest supporter in Senator 
Stewart, of the twenty-seventh. An extract 
frcm his racy speech is given below: 

“That is a great old sanitarium up there. 
Many men go to it and get sick and have 
to have their forty drops about three times 
a day. As it is now they have to send to 
Atlanta for it, and by the time it comes 
they are almost dead. - 

“There are times when a man must have 
liquor. I know where sick people have 
died for the need of it.’ . 

The bill had been introduced by Senator 
Golightly and that gentleman said that so 
far as he was aware'the people of Douglas 
county approved the measure. If he 
thought they did not he would never have 
brought it out. No definite progress seemed 
to come of the debate and on-motion of 
Senator Hopkins, thé bill was tabled. 

Senator Battle’s resolution, authorizing 
the governor to permit the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern railroad to use certain 
State property at Martetta, was then con- 
sidered. The resolution accords to the cor- 
poration the perpetual right of using a 
strip of land fifteen .feet wide, stretching 
to a considerable di@tance, for the sum of 
$8,000, provided the Western and Atlantic 
lessees do not object. The governor is di- 
rected, in case no agreement is reached 
between the parties, to effect whatever con- 
tract he may deem best, not extending it, 
hcowever, over the limits of the present 
state road lease. The resolution passed the 


- Senate. 


The senate punctured the tire of the bill 
rendering the sales. of cigarettes illegal, 
and finding nothing else to. wield its little 
hatchet on, adjourned at 1:30 o'clock. 


DOCTORS ON THE RUN. 


| Vaccination Brigaie Completed One of 


Its Busiest Days ‘Yesterday. ‘ 


‘The doctors of the vaccinating brigade 
did a b’g day’s work yesterday and used 
up all the points that they could get. Plen- 
ty of fresh virus will. be in this morning 
and the work will be carried rapidly on. 
The list of those vaccinated is now way 
up in the thousands and increasing daily. 

Cases are now being made against all 
who refuse to be vaccinated and they will 
be let alone by- the doctors and left to 
fight it out with the. recorder. The nhum- 
ber of those. who refuse to be vaccinated 
is comparatively. small, for most of them 
sensibly realize that it is necessary to 
the safety and health of the city to have 
it done and they do:not kick. Occasionally 
among the more ignorant class inere will 
be a kick, but they are: few and the 
doctors report that they are very well 
Satisfied with the way they have been «'d- 
ed in the work by the citizens senerally. 
None of the ddéctors have covered the ter- 
ritory assigned to them on the first day, 
but they are getting in sight of the end 
and some of them report that It will only 
take a day or two more. They will all 
retrace their steps as soon as they have 
finished to see how successfully the work 
has been done, and when they find a failure 
or one that has escaped. altogether, they 
will vaccinate such parties. If the doctors 
have missed you the first round you need 
not think you have.escaped, for they will 
be around again and with the aid of the 
directory they hope to get every man, 
woman and child who is a resident of the 
town. 

Three new cases of smallpox were tzken 
to the pesthouse yesterday, making a to- 
tal now there of 1 patients. The in- 
spectors are rapidly. finding all cf the cases 
hidden out and the city is s:0w pretty well 
cleared up. 

Was Vaccinated and Fined. 


Charles Pyron, the railroad engineer who 
was. arrested Tuesday for refusing to be 
vaccinated, was arraigned in the police 
court yesterday morning. He agreed to 
submit to the doctor's lancet and virus and 
was let off with a fine of 33.

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An Unfortunate Event. 

The Constitution is of the opinion that 
the strike of the operatives of the Ful- 
ton Bag and Cotton mills is a very un- 
fortunate event. It is not necessary 


io go into the merits of the controversy | 


between the operatives and the propriet- 
tors. That is a question which may be 
left out of view altogether in consider- 
ing the strike from an economic point 
of view. Here was a case which should 
have been settled by arbitration, anda 
not by a strike. 

Our observation, which covers sever- 
al years, is that even in a period of pros- 
perity, strikers seldom carry their point 
by resorting to such an extreme step, 
and a strike is rarely or never successful 
during a period of depression, such 4s 
the country is suffering. from at this 
moment. 

‘And this depression falls hardest on 
the textile manufactories. Today the 
great cotton mills of New England are 
in the midst of the most serious crisis 
fm the history of textile manufactur- 
ing. Some are shutting down, others 
are preparing to reduce wages, and ali 
are in a state of the deepest depression. 

There are two reasons why strikes 
fail during hard times. [First and fore- 
most, the labor market is crowded, ana 
the competition for work is very great, 
for work at any rate of wages that will 
keep body and soul together. This is 
because employers find that they have 
to reduce expenses to meet low prices, 
and, in doing this they dismiss many 
men whose labor would be available and 
welcome in times of prosperity, and 
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cally, they do not reduce wages, but 
really they cut off the earning power of 
their employees by means of shorter 


‘ hours. 


In the second place, when times are 
hard and prices low, the managers of 
productive industries not only do not 
object to strikes, but sometimes, on 
very trivial excuses inaugurate a lock- 
out, and im this way limit production to 
fit the demand. 

This last may not apply to the Fulton 
Bag and Cotton mills, which is said to 
be a very prosperous and well-managed 
institution, but the fact that there is 
such an array of idle competing labor 
will tell heavily against the striking 
operatives. Wehave not the least 
doubt that there are now idle in this 
country today, and within easy reach, 
ten thousand men and women capable 
of tending looms and such like. machin- 
ery. 

For this reason, therefore, viewing the 
matter from the standpoint of the op- 
eratives, we think the strike is peculiar- 
ly unfortunate at this time. The pos- 
sibility is that many men and women 
among them will be thrown out of 
work during the winter, and in these 
times, the loss of even a week’s work 
amounts to something considerable. Ow- 
Ing to the depression in the textile trade 
:there will be no difficulty in supplying 
‘the places of the strikers sooner or 
later—and then what? A strike in hard 
times is a very serious thing for those 
concerned in it. 

The position of The Constitution is 
well known. It believes that labor has 
as much right to organize to further 
;its interests as capital. It believes 
‘that labor is more important than cap- 
ital or wealth, in that labor creates 
wealth and makes possible the applica- 
tion of capital in all directions. The 
Constitution does not believe that there 
are any real grounds of conflict between 
labor and capital, for the two are bound 
together with ties as strong as the liga- 
ment which bound the Siamese twins. 
The Constitution belHeves in the rights 
of labor, as it does in the rights of 
capital, but it also believes that in this 
particular instance, the interests of la- 
bor are of paramount importance. 

We believe most sincerely that it is 
not to the interest of the operatives of 
the Fulton Bag and Cotton mills to go 
on a strike in these times when work 
is so hard to get and when, on that 


very account, there are so many idle: 


men and women willing to take their 
places at almost any rate of wages. 


Alas! 

The New York Evening Post remarks 
that “no measure of currency reform 
can be considered adequate which leaves 
the basis of all values the sport of cau- 
cusses, conventions and biennial or 
quadrennial elections.” 

Practically, this is an admission that 
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efs cannot impose on the people Ag 
rency system which has in it the germs 
of permanency that bélong to the or- 
ganic law? As a matter of fact, even 
the organic law, under our system, is 
not superior to the will and desire of the 
people. They have the power to amend, 
and the opwer to amend means the pow- 
er to abolish. 

Consequently we never have had and 
never will have what The Evening Post 
calls “an adequate currency system,” 
for the reason that any system we have 
can be changed by the people at their 
will and pleasure. “The basis of all val- 
ues” is the labor that produces wealth. 
and goldisthe mere measureor expres 
sion of value. Try as he may, Editor 
Godkin cannot give a definition of value 
that will be approved by all the men in 
whose interest he is laboring. 

His “adequate currency system” will 
never develop, for any or all systems that 
may be adopted here can be changed at 
the will of the people by means of “cau- 
cusses, conventions and bienniay of 
quadrennial elections.” A state of things 
that is the cause of unmeasured irrita- 
tion to the tories.

The South’s Great Soldier. 

Dr. E. B. Andrews, the distinguished 
president of Brown university, is recog- 
nized throughout the length and breadth 
of this country as a bold, original and 
independent thinker. His recent vic- 
tory over the trustees of Brown universi- 
ty in the fight which was made upon 
him because of his zealous champion- 
ship of bimetallism constitutes one of 
the most signal triumphs which free 
thought has achieved during the pres- 
ent generation. 

This reference to Dr. Andrews is 
made for the purpose of calling attention 
to the estimate which he places upon 
the military genius of General Robert 
FE. Lee. In commenting upon the lead- 
ing figures of the late war between the 
states Dr. Andrews, in a public address 
delivered in Chicago on last Monday, 
declared that General Lee was not only 
the greatest soldier which the war pro- 
duced, but that, in many phases of his 
genius. he was the greatest soldier of 
modern times. As Dr. Andrews served 
in the union army, this candid expres- 
sion of opinion in regard to the military 
skill and prowess of the south’s great 
soldier cannot fail to awaken deep inter- 
est in both sections. Speaking first of 
the religious side of General Lee’s char- 
acter. Dr. Andrews declared that he haa 
the faith of the crusader, and that his 
letters in themselves constituted a guide 
to héliness. He furthermore observed 
that profane language never passed 
through General Lee’s lips, and that the 
habit of imbibing strong drink, so com- 
mon to soldiers, was something in which 
he never indulged. Proceeding from this 
point Dr. Andrews said: 

I fail to find ‘n the books any such mas- 
terful generalship as this hero showed, 
holding that slim, gray line, half starved, 
with no prospect of additions, and fighting 
when his army was too hungry to stand 
and the rifles were only useful as clubs. 
His courage was sublime. He was as great 
as Gustavus Adolphus, or Napoleon, or 
Wellington, or Von Moltke, His cause was 
not the lost cause so much as js suspected. 
All that was good in his cause has been 
grafted into our laws and our constitution. 
The doctrine of states’ rights as now in- 
terpreted by the supreme court is in ex- 
act accordance with his claims on the 
point. General Lee lost at Gettysburg be 
cause the federal troops had received a 
new motor of tremendous strength, whose 
power no one knew—General Hancock. He 
also lost because Meade’s men were fighting 
on union soil—almost within hear.ng dis- 
tance of the prayers of their wives and | 
children for victory. They were at their 
hearthstones. Men are tigers when wives 
and families are the inspiration in war. 

Before closing his tribute to the 
south’s great soldier Dr. ‘Andrews de- 
clared that the final overthrow of the 
confederacy was not due to the fact thar 
General Lee was outgeneraled, but 
rather to the fact that overwhelming 
numbers on the union side, coupled with 
the hardships and privations which the 
southern army was compelled to suffer, 
made the success of the confederacy im- 
possible. With the decadés which have 
elapsed since the late war between the 
states much of the bitterness of feeling 
engendered by that conflict has passea 
away; and while the south can now, 
without the least prejudice, contemplate 
the superb qualities of Grant and Sher- 
idan and Hancock, it is also true that 
the generous and candid north can fully 
appreciate the heroic virtues of Jack- 
son, Beauregard and Lee.

of Cuba,” and he is eager, to the point of 
partisanship, so far as action is con- 
cerned, to protect the Spaniards in fur- 
ther butcheries in Cuba, and to permit 
them to carry out to the utmost limit 
their programme of barbarity.

Does This Look Like Arbitration? 

The military and naval preparations 
which are now yzoing on in different 
parts of the globe are not calculated to 
inspire the friends of arbitration with 
much enthusiasm for the future, 

Great Britain is moving -ahead with 
unwonted vigor in the matter of con- 
structing huge war vessels. Her plans 
for the coming year involve the build- 
ing of four battleships, four armored 
cruisers, six light-draft gunboats, six 
torpedo boat destroyers and one royal 
yacht. Within the next few years she 
expects to build up a naval squadron 
which will surpass in strength and ef- 
ficiency the allied fleets of all the con- 
tinental powers. 

Next to Great Britain comes Japan. Ot 
course at present the naval outfit of 
Japan is small; but the little island 
kingdom is now engaged in constructing 
four battleships, four armored cruisers, 
six protected cruisers, nine torpedo boat 
destroyers and thirteen torpedo boats. 

France is also busy with hostile prep- 
arations. She has now in contempla- 
tion the bnilding of four armored cruis- 
ers, four torpedo boat destroyers and 
nine torpedo boats, in addition to seven 
battleships, four armored cruisers, ten 
protected cruisers, six gunboats and 
nineteen torpedo boats just completed. 
France is bent upon rivaling Great Brit- 
ain as a naval power. 

Germany at the present time is en- 
gaged in building three battleships, one 
armored cruiser, five protected cruisers, 
two gunboats, eight torpedo boats and 
one torpedo boat destroyer. If Em- 
peror William could have his way about 
it, most of the German resources for the 
next ten years would be devoted to the 
building of warships; but the reichstag 
believes in moving along more slowly. 

Of course Russia is keeping apace with 
rival powers. She has already contract- 
ed for six. battleships, one coast defense 
vessel, one armored cruiser, three pro- 
tected cruisers, four gunboats, seven- 
teen torpedo boats and twelve torpedo 
boat destroyers. Russia expects to have 
these vessels in service within the next 
two years. 

“Though Spain is bankrupt, she is, 
nevertheless, scraping up enough monev 
to repair her worn out war vessels, and 
to make some new additions. Italy 
and Turkey are also engaged in strength- 
ening their respective fleets in prepara- 
tion for imaginary or apprehended diffi- 
culties. 

Does this look encouraging? On the 
contrary, does it not indicate that the 
reign of the olive branch is still far re- 
moved from the present generation?

THE NEW PARDON LAW 
AND WHAT IT MEANS 


It is reasonably safe to assume that yes- 
terday’s action on the convict bill in the 
house of representatives means that the 
measure, in some shape or other, is final- 
ly to be enacted into law. It may be 
that the senate will not agree to all its 
provisions, and it is not impossible that the 
house will yet adopt amendments, but there 
are several features to the bill which one 
is justified in dealing with as law already, 
because they have never been disputed by 
anybody. One of these is the section 
which provides. ‘that the proposed peni- 
tentiary commissioners shall constitute @ 
pardon board, and the importance of this 
change in the laws of the state deserves 
much more attention than it has thus far 
received. 

Many people have known for a long time 
that this reform was being prayed for 
by the present governor. A few people 
have known that al previous governors 
have sent up the same sort‘of prayer. But 
it remains to be announced at the pres- 
ent time that in the event of the passage 
of the pending bill all applications for exec- 
utive clemency now on file at the capitol 
will be turned over to the proposed com- 
missioners as soon as they take the oath 
of office, and that the present governor 
will reprieve such condemned persons 45 
would otherwise be hanged before the 
commissioners take action. In other words, 
Governor Atkinson is about to skip gent- 
ly but firmly from under. 


That this added responsibility is going 
to affect the character of the penitentiary 
commissioners cannot be doubted. Tha 
sort of man who would be appointed tc 
dish ot convicts by the yard or by the 
bucketful to lessees under the new Dill is 
an entirely different type of man from the 
one who can be safely entrusted with the 
right to reverse the verdict of juries, to 
turn down the supreme court and to act as 
a final tribunal when human life is at 
stake, And that is just what is meant 
by making a pardon board of the prison 
commissioners. 

Nobody likes to have thrust upon him 
the responsibility of passing upon a ques- 
tion of life or death. — The sheriff of a 
county spends his time and his money to 
secure the office, but he usually wants to 
resign when he is called upon in his official 
capacity to pull the rope that is to send a 
soul into eternity. It is so with gover- 
nors. Among all the distinguished men 
who have been chief executives of the state, 
not one has failed during his administra- 
tion to either recommend the creation ot 
a pardon board, or to give public notice of 
the utihappiness caused him by applica- 
tions for «@xecutive clemency. Governor 
Gordon, in his annual message for 1890, 
Says: 


“In my message to the general assembly 
on the 7th of July, 1887, 1 recommended the 
establishment ot a board or pardons, and 
took occasion to say upon that subject: 

“ihere is no duty devolving upon the 
executive which is more important, more 
onerous and oftentimes more embarrass- 
ing, than his exerctse of the power to grant 
pardons, refrieves una commutations of the 
sentences of convicts which is conferred 
upon him by the constitution. The la- 
bor which it involves to a conscientious 
official is very great, whilst the solicitude 
it causes tO an executive of ordinary sen- 
sibilities is often most painful. Indeea, 
the labor {s so great that the executive 
cannot satisfactorily perform it without 
eget other duties belonging to his 
office. 

‘A short while after the commencement 
of my term of office there were, by actual 
count, on file in the executive department 
more than six hundred applications for 
pardons, reprieves or commutations. The 
large majority of these were presented to 
my predecessors. Some of the applicants 
had served their terms and been dis- 
charged, some had died, a few had es- 
Caged; but after deducting all these, sev- 
era: hundred cases remained requiring the 
action of the executive, and to these others 
have been constantly added. ‘The pardon- 
ing power is not a prerogative of the exec- 
utive to be used carelessly or arbitrarily, 
but a discretion to be exercised calmly, 
cautiously, conscienttously and courageous- 
ly. Again, it is a power which should be 
exerdised as soon as it is invoked. 

“If a convict petitions for pardon, and 
is entitled to it, he should have it with 
all practicable expedition. Every day of 
detention in confinement is a grievous 
wrong tohim. Delay in considering a pe- 
tition for pardon js as uNjustifiable, if it can 
be avoided, as delay in deciding the issue 
presented upon a writ/of habeas corpus. It 
is itself a writ of liberty, and should have 
a speedy hearing. The pardoning pow- 
er cannot be delegated. It must 
be exercised by the executive him- 
self, under the responsibility of his 
oath of office: upon his conviction of what 
is right after examination and investiga- 
tion which he himself has made. 

“The executive, with the aid of efficient 
secretaries, might possibly dispose of all 
the applications for clemency filed in his 
Office. But, as the law stands, he cannot 
avail himself even of this aid, or of any 
aid, so as to relieve himself from the neces- 
sity of personal investigation and decision, 
in every case, and from the sense of per- 
sonal responsibility in all cases. It is im- 
possible for the executive to attend prop- 
erly to his many other duties, and dispose 
of all applications for executive clemency 
with the dispatch which the applicants have 
a right to demand, and, at the same time, 
with the caution which the interests of the 
public require, If these are the facts to- 
day, what may they be a few years hence, 
when this great commonwealth of Georgia 
has grown into an empire. In the extent 
and multiplicity of its public business. 

“T have given this subject much consider- 
ation, and I am convinced that it would be 
wise legislation to orgahize a commission 
of pardons now, by which I, and my suc- 
cessors in office, might be relieved of a large 
share of the labor and responsibility which 
attaches to the pardoning power. A change 
of the constitution may be necessary. but 
it occurs to me that such a commission 
might be established, without a change of 
the fundamental law, if the act estabiish- 
ing it shall place the ultimate decision of 
every application for pardon. reprieve, or 
commutation of sentence upon the govern- 
or, and that it could be so organized as to 
add very little to the expense of the civil 
establishment. But, without entering into 
the details of any plan, I must earnestly 
invoke the attention of the general assem- 
bly to the subject as worthy of their im- 
mediate and careful consideration. 

“The experience of four years in the of- 
fice of governor has confirmed me in the 
opinion that Georgia should follow the ex- 
ample of other great states of the union 
and establish a board of nardons. The 
house of representatives passed a law for 
this purpose in 1888, and the senate in 189, 
but the two houses of the general assembly 
have failed to concur. In the meantime 
the number of convicts in the penitentiary 
has steadily increased, the number of chain- 
gangs in the counties and the number of 
convicts in them hae steadily increased: ap- 
plications for pardons, commutations and 
reprieves are rapidly multiplied. and the 
necessity of a pardon .commission grows 
stronger every year. I do not urge the ex. 
tablishment of such’a commission because 
it will increase or decrease the number of 
pardons. 

“But I urgeit that it may relieve the 
executive, and do justice to the unfortun- 
ate class who are suffering the penalties of 
violated law, by securing to every appli- 
cation for cle ency a prompt and patient 
hearing. executive cannot relieve him- 
self by any policy which he may adopt in 
reference to pardons. He may be verry 
lbheral, or he may be exceedingly cautions

Whatever merit may exist in their 
pending appeals to the governor will un- 
questionably have equal weight with the 
commissioners. But the very fact that 
this life-saving responsibility is to be 
transferred from the executive head of 
the governor to a newly-created department 
makes the character of the new commission 
of tremendous interest outside of its po- 
litical bearing. It is one thing to sell con- 
victs;dt is quite another thing to kill them 
or to turn them loose.

Morally speaking she be- 
comes the salt of the earth, the foundation 
and inspiration of the family and the home, 
Civilization has relieved woman from the 
the family. 
thrown the burden of her support upon man 
and elevated her to full companionship 
with him. The tendency of the new spirit 
is one of reversion, to make woman self- 
supporting or even the supporter of man. 
The usual defense, that conditions have 
changed, that the impoverishment of the 
south has forced this upon its women, ]oSes 
force when it is remembered that the same 
spirit prevails at the north which came 
out of t war rich, that the impoverish- 
ment caused by the war of 1776 was if any- 
thing greater, and yet no such develop- 
ment ensued. The cause lies deeper than 
necessity. It may be an outcome of the 
revolutionary spirit of the times, of the 
breaking away from old traditions and dog- 
mas of the past, a movement like that of a 
disturbed magnetic needle, vibrating first 
on one side and then on the other of the 
pole. But whatever the cause the changed 
status of the woman who has yielded to 
this new spirit, has reacted upon her char- 
acter. It fosters self-assertion, forward- 
ness, vaulting ambitions, inspires a desire 
to be and to do like men, to imitate even 
their clothing, adopt their avocations, min- 
gle with them in their universities and dem- 
onstrate in every possible manner that 
there is no difference between men and 
women, no sex in mind or spirit. sex a de- 
lusion of the past. Let a woman commit 
murder, however, and sex at once arises 
from the dead and becomes a living issue. 
No sex in intellect, no sex in spirit, but a 
vast amount of sex in crime. A woman 
differs widely from a man when she com- 
mits a crime. Sex is wonderfully devel- 
oped by crime; it then becomes a sacred 
thing. Sex puts a shield around the fe- 
male myrderer and law must stay its 
hand and murder becomes homicide.

WILL APPEAL FROM REPORT 


If Ordinance Is Adopted They Will 
Have To Quit Business. 


THE DEALERS EXPRESS THEIR OPINIONS 


Jacobs and Tyner Will Not Fight the 
Measure — Druggists May Be 
Knocked Out Entirely. 


The decision of the special committee of 
city council Tuesday afternoan in adopting 
the compromise liquor ordinance as orig'n- 
ally framed may not be a settlement of 
this controversy after all. The druggists 
are preparing to make a stout kick against 
the committee’s report and will work as- 
siduously to have the same defeated at the 
next session of council. They say they 
have not given up the fight by any 
means, and that they are in for a finish. 

Some of the druggists realize this ‘s a 
turning point in their business career. 
They know that if that ordinance is passed 
they will be utterly unable to comply with 
the regulations thereof, and that they will 
be compelled to quit the whisky business, 
They are determined to put up a strouy 
fight and believe when the matter ts fairly 
presented to council that body will not 
pass the ordinance as originally framed 
and accepted by the committees. The re- 
tail men therefore may not have won such 
e grand victory after all. 

The druggists, though, are not in unison 
on this subject. The four firms in At- 
lanta licensed to sell whisky are C. O. Ty- 
ner, Brown & Allen, Jacobs and Hammack, 
Lucas & Co. Tyner and Jacobs will not 
oppose the present ordinance. Brown & 
Allen and Hammack, Lucas & Co. will 
fight the measure to the bitter end. They 
have employed attorneys and will appear 
before council at the next regular meet- 
ing. 

“I ghall not oppose the present ordi- 
nance,”’ said Dr. Joe Jacobs yesterday af- 
ternoon. “J am willing to pay the required 
license and will establish a separate com- 
partment in my store. I do not think, 
though, there should have been some legis- 


lation allowing compartment stores to sell 


by the half-pint and up, making them pay 
the full retailer’s license if necessary. I 
think, however, the measure is a very good 
law.”’ 
Brown Says He Will Fight. 

“We will fight that ordinance io the 
bitter end,” said Mr. Brown, of Brown & 
Allen. “We do not think its require 
ments are just, and it would work a great 
hardship on the druggists of Atlanta. 
What room have we got in our store for 
@ separate compartment? None at all. Be- 
sides, the tax is entirely too high. Our 
whisky business would not allow us to pay 
such an amount. If the ordinance is pass- 
ed, the result would be that we would be 
forced to close that department of our 
business, when whisky is absolutely neces- 
sary to the retail drug trade. If they are 
aiming at the illegal dealers, then they 
should not hit all and make the innocef& 
suffer. We do not and never have sold any 
whisky illegally in our store. We comply 
strictly with the law, and think we are 
due some consjderation from council.” 

Mr. Hamthack, of Hammack, Lucas & 
Co., also stated his firm would continue the 
fight, offering about the same arguments 
as Mr. Brown. 

Dr. Tyner’s views were somewhat d'f- 
erent. 

“Tt am not in favor of the law.” said he, 
“but shall not oppose its passage. If it is

BOTH SIDES ARE CONFIDENT 
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Strikers Declare They Will Take All 


the Operatives Out with Them. 


PRESIDENT ELSAS IS NOT AT ALL TROUBLED 


Says That He Can Run on with the 
Present Force and That the Situ-- 
ation Is Not Alarming. 


The strike at the Fulton Bag and Cotton 
mills presents a situation peculiar and 
puzzling. 

There are two very large sides to this 
question. The strikers say that yesterday 
was a great day for them. They are en- 
thusiastic over the results, and feel that 
things went their way. The manifesto is- 
sued by the executive committee of the 
Federation of Trades, they say, brought out 
every union man and woman who remained 
in the place. ‘ 7 

They say that there are at present only 
175 persons at work in the mills at the very 
largest estimation, while. they claim, that 
the strike has brought out 1,000. They are 
confident of victory, and think that inside 
of twenty-four hours ‘the mills will be 
forced to shut down, 

The strikers held a meeting yesterday 
afternoon, and for several hours they talk- 
ed the situation over. Nothing of any great 
importance was done here, though the 
meeting is said to have been enthusiastic. 
They claim that forty-five new members 
were taken in from among the operatives 
who were previously non-union people. 
There were 182 women at this meeting. 

The strikers said they were perfectly sat- 
isfied with the result of the manifesto is- 
sued by the executive committee. They 
feel sure of winning out, and say that many 
machinists and a large proportion of those 
in the bag department left work yesterday. 
They say they have telegrams from Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, indorsing theig action. The 
claim to have one also from P. W. Green, 
president of the National Textile Workers. 
This also speaks of their action in high 
terms. 


The Other Side. 

But there is another side, and this is 
represented by President Elsas. 

President Elsas said Jast night that the 
mill is not materially affected by the strike, 
and will continue to run. He says the only 
trouble they are now undergoing is the 
fact that the strikers hang about and in- 
timidate in every way those who will work. 

It is said that the strikers show great 
animosity toward the owners of the mill, 
and are doing everything in their power to 
injure them in an underground way. 


Mr. Elsas said last night that he had 


nothing against the strikers, and was doing 
nothing to prevent them from using their 
own pleasure about working; and was 
trving in no manner to molest them. 
“They,’’ he said, ‘should go their way and 
not bother those we employ to work 
for us. We are running our mill in the 
manner that best suits us, and our em- 
ployees should not be intimidated by the 
strikers. 

“We will employ allowho apply for work, 
and they will have ample protection.” 

A number of persons were employed at 
the mills yesterday, :and when they ac- 
cepted the positions they were told that 
they would be protected at all hazards. 

The strikérs remained around the mills in 
groups yesterday, and though it is said 
they jeered the ones who have stood by the 
company, no violence of any kind was 
attempted. Policemen patrolled the streets 
around the mills, but they were fiot of 
much use, since the strikers were quiet. 

If the strikers expécted the mills to close 
down yesterday, they were greatly disap- 
pointed, for the hum of machinery was 
heard as usual, and the management of the 
mill state that they did not lose by the 
changes of the day. They say that while 
a few went out, enough to counterbalance 


“them came in, and they did as well as they 


expected to do under the circumstances. 
The mills will open this morning at the 


who are tried tn the police court get tho 
money to pay their fines. There are certain 
negroes who are known to be poor who 
make frequent visits to the court, and yet 
always have friends to pay them out. 

A day or two ago it was ascertained that 
a large number of negroes in the city have 
banded themselves together into a sort of 
protective society, the object of which is 
to pay each other out of the stockade. 
There are at least one hundred and fifty 
members of the society, and they are re- 
quired to pay an initiation fee and regular 
monthly dues. Whenever a member gets 
into the police court and is fined, an assess- 
ment is levied and the fine jis paid. 

The head of the association is a negro 
named John D. Beverly. He was in the 
police court yesterday afternoon to look 
after a member who had been arrested. 
To a reporter of The Constitution Beverly 
stated: . 

“We do not countenance lawlessness, but 
merely wish to keep each other out of the 
chaingang. hen a member is fined we 
pay his fine, but he is charged with the 
amount, and is made to pay it pack in in- 
Stallments. We never levy an assessment 
unléss the treasury is empty. You see, 
some of us poor negroes have a hard time 
of it, and we wish to keep the unfortunates 
out of the chaingang.”’ 

One of the rules of the association is to 
expel a member who is arrested and fined 
three times in one year. 


CUTTON GROWERS’ CONVENTION. 


Prospects Are Bright for an Enthusi- 
astic Gathering the 14th. 


The cotton growers’ convention, which 
meets in Atlanta on the 14th of this month, 
promises to be an event of much interest, 
From the numerous communications te- 
ceived in this city since the invitations 
have been sent out, a large assemblage 
of representative cotton growers, men who 
are interested in various reforms along 
this line, will be present. 

Colonel Nesbitt, commissioner of agricul- 
ture, stated yesterday he thought the pres- 
pects were exceedingly bright. He believes 
the convention will result in some definite 
plan which will be of material benefit. to 
the industry of the south. The governors 
of nearly every cotton growing state have 
appointed delegates to the convention, and 
the gathering will be a representative one. 

The convention will be mostly composed 
of farmers, who are, in fact, mostly inter- 
ested in this subject. The action taken will 
be deliberate, and unlike former resolutions 
grt at similar conventions, will be strict- 
y adhered to by all interested. The pro- 
ceedings will be watched with much in- 
terest. 

The Constitution is in receipt of a num- 
ber of able papers from cotton growers 
throughout the southern states who have 
Valuable suggestions to make apropos of 
the proposed convention of cotton growers 
which is to meet in Atlanta soon. 

In regard to the situation Mr. F. W. 
Ohlinger, of Winter Haven, Fla., says: 

“I notice in The Weekly Constitution of 
November 29th under heading of ‘Plan to 
Control Prices,’ a scheme to be pre- 
sented to the cotton growers’ con- 
vention by Mr. Redding, which 
seems tO be a good one; but there 
is an omission of one particular feature 
which I think an essential one that 
should be embodied in any plan that may 
be adopted by the convention; that is, 
strict sécrecy on the part of the producers 
as to the number of acres planted and the 
condition of the crop during the seascn. 

“This may seem unnecessary, but viewiug 
it from the point that giving the public, 
and in particular the speculators, the in- 
formation as to number of acres planted, 
the condition of crop during the season, 
etc., is Just what the dealer wants *o pre- 
pare and manipulate the price. Before the 
crop is matured he arranges prices for the 
producers. It seems to me that the demand 
should regulate the price to be paid for a 
commodity, and it’s nobody’s business [to 
know how much has been preduced or is 
likely to be produced. 

“Then an organization properly conduct- 
ad can regulate the amount to be brought 
forward to be placed on the market, this 
only as there may be a demand for it ata 
satisfactory price. Wheat, corn and other 
staple products may be regu‘ated the sime 
way. If one thinks for a moment how well 
the gamblers in cotton, grain, ete., are in- 
formed: as to the acreage and condition of 
crops it is no wonder that they arrange 
prices to suit themselves. The speculator

Reduction Affects Twenty-eight Thou- 
send Operatives. 


WORKMEN WILL CERTAINLY RESIST IT 


They Have Held No Meetings Since 
They Heard of the Contemplated 
Cut—Labor Men Reticent. 


Fal) Rivar. Mass., December 8.—At a gen- 
eral meeting of the Cotton Manufacturcrs’ 
Association today it was voted unanimous- 
‘ly to reduce all wages in the mills of the 
city, the amount and time of the reduction 
being left to a committee which for some 
time has had charge of the matter. It is 
understood the cut will not be less than 10 
per cent and that it will go into effect on 
January Ist. 

The cut will affect 28,000 operatives who 
are paid an aggregate weekly wages cf 
$180,000, 

For some months the executive commnit- 
tee of the association has been inavesti- 
gating the-situation in this city. 

The price of print cloths for a jong time 
has been the lowest in the histury of trude, 
while the demand has been only fair. 
Under these conditions the mills have been 
selling at a loss and the stock of goods has 
been increasing. The committee ovtained 
the signature of every manufacturer in the 
city except one, who is understood to be 
C. F. Brayton, of the Duree ill, 2 private 
corporation. As no reduction could be or- 
dered without the consent of every mill, 
the committee decided to report back to the 
association. This was done at the general 
meeting today and the committee teceived 
the unanimous approval of the associaiion 
upon its suggestion that a reduction be 
made. 

It is anticipated that the price of weaving 
a cut of print cloth will be reduc2d from 
18 to 16 cents. 

In August, 1894, a cut of 10 per cent was 
ordered, but in April of the next year an 
advance by the ‘Fall River Company of 
the’ same amount necessitated similar ac- 
tion on the part of the rest of the mills and 
wages have been paid on this basis ever 
since. 

The attitude of the employees on the mat- 
ter can hardly be stated until they have 
had a chance to talk it over and none of 
the labor leaders will say much about the 
subject until meeting. have been held. 

The fact is prevaient that before tne 
matter is settled there will be a strike, but 
how large a proportion of the operaiives 
will take part it is impossible to say. Every 
effort, however, will be to avert such ac- 
tion.

This change 
of front was due to a report that Mr. Neill 
would increase his cotton estimate to 
11.000,000 ‘bales.

ed. This damage, however, is hardly 
worthy of consideration, because the crop 
has wéll nigh been gathered.’ It 1s ac- 
krowledged py all that the crop matured 
at an earlier date than usual, and as facil- 
ities for ginning and marketing have been 
greatly increased, the great rush of cotton 
to market during the past three months 
has really been abnormal. We are only 
slightly ahead of the movement of 1534, 
and in order to make a crop of even ten 
million bales the receipts from now on will 
have to equal those of the big crop year, 
and, while we are told the crop in Alabama, 
Mississippi, Georgia and the Carolinas 1s 
much larger than in 18%, it must be re- 
membered that in Arkansas, Texas and 
Louisiana the yield promises to fall below 
the season mentioned, especially in Texas, 
and it is claimed by conservative traders 
that the excess in the middfe and Atlantic 
states will be offset by the decreased yield 
in Texas, Arkansas and Louisiana. But, 
should the yield reach the proportions an- 
ticipated by the pessimists, it must be 
taken into account that an article of such 
universal use as cotton cannot be Kept con- 
tinually at a price below the cost of pro- 
duction, and that the speculator who takes 
advantage of the opportunity now offered 
will, if he exercises a little patience, be 
benefited by a greatly reduced acreage the 
coming season. 


Southern Exchange Cotton Letter. 


Atlanta, December 8.—The market opened 
at a loss of 2 points from yesterday's 
closing prices caused by an unfavorable 
Liverpoo:, which showed a decline of 1-64d 
in futures and 1-32d in spots; sales 10,000 
bales: market barely steady. After a weak 
opening the market rallied on good buying 
and from opening to close the tendency 
was upward.

BACH FOOT 
D. C. Paul Fell Into a Sewer and Now 
Sues for Damages, 

LEG BROKEN IN TWO PLACES 


Claims City Was Responsible for His 
Uncanny Experience. 


SEWER EYE WAS NOT IN PLAGE 


That Is What Paul Charges and Is the 
Basis of His Big Suit Against 
o the City.

Diving off Brooklyn bridge into Hast river 
is a simple thing to do when compared to 
a headlong fall into a sewer on a dark 
night. 

D. C. Paul, who lives on West Peachtres 
street, is accustomed to take daring risks, 
as he is a plumber by trada and frequent- 
ly scales the tall scaffolds and works from 
dizzy housetops; he is not afraid to go into 
the bott of a pump and work far unde* 
the ground, but when it comes to a fall 
into a deep sewer eye it is an entirely dif- 
ferent thing. 

Yesterday he filed a suit for damages 
against the city, asking for a verdict of 
$15,000, to which he says he is entitled on 
account of his perilous fall a few nights 
ago as he was walking to his home. He 
says it was late at night, after 10 o'clock, 
that he walked out West Peachtree street. 
When near the corner of that street and 
Hunnicutt street he saw two men walking 
down the dark sidewalk. 

Paul turned to the right to allow the 
men to pass. In his swerve he stepped up- 
on a sewer eye which hid the dark, loath- 
some pit beneath. He says the eye ca- 
reened, turned over to one side and precip!i- 
tated him into the depths, where he lay 
until a passerby pulled him out. 

The suit recites the facts of the fall and 
declares that he was badly injured, his 
leg being broken in two places, his back 
and shoulders’ seriously strained and 
wrenched and his whole body bruised and 
lacerated. The suit is brought by Attor- 
neys Upshaw and Robinson and Walter L. 
Venable. 


This Runaway Was Serious. 

The three suits brought by Roland 
Thomason and his son against Messrs. 
Shumaker and Setzer, proprietors of the 
American Steam Laundry, were taken up 
yesterday morning in the first division of 
the city court before Judge Reid, and when 
the hour of adjournment of court was 
reached the testimony had not been con- 
cluded and the case will be taken up the 
first thing this morning when court re- 
convenes, 

For a number of years Roland Thomason 
was a starter in the employe of the Con- 
solidated company. He stood at the inter- 
section of Broad and Marietta streets and 
it was his duty to see that the cars were 
on time and that the proper schedules were 
maintained. 

One afternoon as he was putting his little 
boy on a car at the corner the laundry 
wagon of the American Steam laundry 
dashed down the gtreet and struck him and 
his child, knocking them to the belgian 
blocks and inflicting serious wounds. The 
little boy had many bones broken, so the 
testimony shows, and,the father was badly 
injured about his head. .It is claimed that 
he now has a piece of skull pressing 
against the brain and he can scarcely re- 
member anything, frequently not being able 
to tell his own name, 

Roland Thomason brings suit for his 
personal injuries and for the loss of his 
son’s services, and the gon sues for personal 
injuries by next of friends, his father. The 
plaintiffs are represented by Arnold & Ar- 
nold and N. J. & T. A. Hammond, and the 
defense is represented. by Kontz & Con- 
yers.

In the trial of the case Judge Bloodworth 
held that the defendant’s’ wages .were 
subject to garnishment, as he was ia 
charge of the cars of the company, having 
the supervision and oversight of the crew, 
and was something more than an ordinary 
laborer. 

The decis‘on of Justice Bloodworth was 
not final, as Attorneys Maddox & Terrell 
certioraried the case to the super or. court. 
Judge Lumpkin heard arguments, and 
threugh an A€rror, the certiorari was or- 
dered sustained, but so soon as the error 
was discovered the case was reopened and 
the parties interested appeared again ana 
went over the ground, resulting in an ad- 
verse decision, the eourt holding that the 
wages were not subject to garnishment. 

The motion to dismtss the certiorari was 
made by Attorneys Horton, representing 
the plaintiff; contending that the case was 
composed of matter of fact as well as law. 
Attorneys Maddox & Terrell have carried 
the case to the supreme court on a bill of 
exceptions and until the latter tribunal 
passes upon the mater the question will 
be ine doubt.

WILL ALSO BE READ TO MEMBERS TODAY 


Report Is a Short One and Only Men- 
tions What Has Been Done, 
‘Without Recommendations. 


The joint commissiors from the house 
and the senate to inspect the Northeastern 
railroad have finished their work and their 
report will be presented to the house this 
morning. 

The members of the commission returned 
a few days ago. They’ were accompanied 
by the governor on their tour of investiga- 
tion and have made a thorough examina- 
tion of the properties ef the road. The 
duty of the commission was to find out the 
condition of the road and its* operating 
capacity, 

The report this morning will say that the 
road was found in a fairly good condition. 
The roadbed along the route, the rails 
and crossties of the track, and the engines 
and cars were all looked into and the report 
will tell of these parts of the equipment. 

Mr. Charters, of Lumpkin, was the chair- 
man of the commission, and he said yes- 
terday that they had found the road in 
good condition and that the following 
would probably be the text of the report 
of the investigation: 

“Your committee appointed to inspect 
the Northeasterm railruad makes the fol- 
lowing report: 

“We found the roadbed, crossties, trestles, 
buildings, equipment and other property in 
ubout the same condition as stated in the 
able and elaborate report made by George 
C. Smith, filed in the executive office on 
May 2, 1896, to which special reference is 
mude, with the exception that -since the 
date of that report one and one-seventh 
miles of the old forty-five pound iron rails 
have been taken up and replaced with 
sixty-pound steel rails. 

“Ihat about 12,000 new crossties have 
been piaced in the track; that such repairs 
have been made to the trestles as to make 
them temporarily safe, and that the old 
light engine, No. 27, has been exchanged, at 
a cost of $250, for a heavier second-hand 
engine in good repair. 

“We are pleased to report that the road 
runs the entire length through a fine agri- 
cultural country and that it has a good 
local patronage in addition to its through 
business, all of which it has been able 
to handle with reasonable promptness, not- 
withstanding its great deficiency to equip- 
ment, that deficiency 
connecting roads over which business is 
Shipped to and from stations on the road.” 

The committee makes no specific state- 
ments as to the management.of the road or 
of the equipment, leaving that to be found 
in the report of George C. Smith, which 
was filed in the office of the governor 
some time ago. 

The bill providing for the sale of the 
road is in the house and has been up for its 
third reading. It was on the calendar of 
yesterday for a vote but was not reached. 
It is expected that it will come up today 
and will bring the opposition and the other 
side out in a hot debate.

ARE NOW AT PEACE 


The Seaboard and the Southern Agree 
To Stop Their Strife. — 


OFFICIALS MEET AND CONFER 


Each Was Hurting Its Own Revenue 
Trying to Defeat the Other. 


PRIVATES MADE IT UP LONG AGO 


They Have Been Trading Traffic with 
Each Other for Months—Terms 
of the Treaty Not Announced. 


General interest Is taken in all this ter- 
ritory in the report that the Southern raill- 
way and the Seaboard Air-Line have patch- 
ed up a treaty and that their warfare will 
stop. 

For six months there have been signs of 
the dying confict, The epistolary duello 
ceased a long time ago, and then there 
were little traffic matters which indicated 
that whatever personal feeling had exist- 
ed, was subsiding. A war of rates is often 
resorted to as a defensive policy, but it is 
hurtful to the company which inaugurates 
it as well as to the one against which it is 
aimed. Arbitration was attempted, but it 
did not work. The Seaboard folks were 
suspicious and they were especially jeal- 
ous of certain things which they claimed 
as theirs. 

Just what concessions have been made is 
not. known to the public, but both sides 
have probably made some. Negotmtions 
have been going on for some time. Last 
week Vice President Finley, of the South- 
ern, and Vice President St. John and Gen- 
eral Superintendent McBee, of the Sca- 
board, were over in New York. Mr. Finley 
is pre-eminently a man of peace, perhaps 
not so much because he dislikes fighting as 
because he knows that war cuts into the 
revenue and he is for making earnings ev- 
ery time. If his company becomes involved 
in strife, his policy is to so wage it as to 
make his opponent weary of it. But in 
this case he evidently concluded that the 
feud which he had inherited had better be 
settled. 

Vice President St. John is as mild a man- 
nered gentleman as ever turned down a 
request for a pass or slashed a rate, He 
keeps his eyes on the revenue, too, and 
the needless waste of good money made his 
heart bleed. He was for ending the fric- 
tion a long time ago, but he wanted to 
name the terms, That was the only differ- 
ence between the heads of the two great 
companies. No doubt as time wore on he 
and Mr. Hoffman got their own consent te 
modify their demands, 

In the meantime the minor officials of the 
two systems often traded traffic with each 
other. When either saw a chance to make 
a better trade with the other than with 
a third party, they swapped to the mutual 
advantage of both companies. 

The companies occupied very much the 

position of opposing armies in the late un- 
pleasantness. While the generals at head- 
quarters of the respective sides were plan- 
ming a battle for the morrow, the privates 
out in the trenches were swapping tobac- 
co for crackers. The men had no grievances 
and were mostly personal friends. 
It has been suggested that the Seaboari 
would call off its Richmond steamers and 
the Southern would take off its Norfolk 
ships for local business. It is not to be pre- 
sumed that the Southern is going to dis 
continue its Pinner’s Point through service 
by rail and water between the south and 
the north, but it may go out of the Norfolk 
local business from Baltimore, and the 
Seaboard may retain its differentials on 
passenger business. That would not be a 
very important pecuniary sacrifice to the 
Southern and it would be acknowledging a 
principle by which the Seaboard sets much 
store. 

The through car line to New Orleans is 
not In the power of the Southern to grant 
to the Seaboard unless it gives its prefer- 
red and established connection in Atlanta, 
the West Point road, and the millennium 
would not bring that.
